E x a m in a tio n o f S e v e ra l o f th e M e m b e rs 
[o f th e C h u i-n a -G a e l. 
C h ic a g o , June 17th.—The Grand Jury 
resumed proceedings in the Cronin case this 
morning. The first witness exam ined was 
Jam es P. Quinn, the hat dealer, who wit­ 
nessed the fight between Coughlin and P. 
O. Sullivan, and a man nam ed Koacb, and 
who also overheard Coughlin say that a 
prom inent Catholic would soon not hold 
his head so high. 
In the afterrn n session Captain Scheut- 
tler took into theG rand Ju ry a large picture 
supposed to be of Burke, who hired the 
Carlson cottage, and Carlson and others 
were sent for to identify it t.s that of W ill­ 
iams. This they did, stating that it was 
the picture of one of the "W illiam s broth­ 
ers,” who rented the cottage. 
Andrew J. Duggan testified at length to 
his alleged knowledge o! lawyer Beggs’ en­ 
mity to Cromn. 
Beggs is senior guardian 
of the Clan-na Gael Camp which is said to 
have tried Cronin for treason. 
Beggs him self testified next. H e dis­ 
avowed all enm ity to Cronin, and insisted 
that while he had regarded the Doctor as 
visionary and, indeed, somewhat fanatical 
at times, they were really on term s of per­ 
sonal friendship. 
T. Z. O’Connor, an active m em ber of the 
Clan-na-Gael and one of Cronin’s intim ate 
friends, testified that he was at one tim e 
approached by an agent of the triangle and 
notified to prepare him self fo ra "secret 
mission’ to Great Britain in behalf of the 
“ physical force ” societies. O’Connor was 
warned by Cronin not to obey the mandate, 
the intim ation being given that it was a 
snare to get him out of the way and to be­ 
tray him into the hands of the British Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Two of the members of the firm of Les­ 
ter A Co., brokers, testified again as to 
Alexander Sullivan’s speculations. 
George Beckwith, of Lakeview, testified 
that about April 8th am an giviDg his name 
as M ulcahey walked into his store at Lake­ 
view and engaged him in conversation. He 
corresponds to the description of the man 
who hired the Carlson cottage. H e told 
Beckwith he was an Odd Fellow and a 
relative of O’Sullivan, the ice mart. M ul­ 
cahey borrowed $10 on the strength of his 
Odd Fellowship. 
He claimed to hail from 
Fonda, la. Beckwith saw him some tim e 
later on one of O'Sullivan’s ice wagons. 
Mulcahey was arrested to-day. and Beck­ 
with identified him . H e was afterwards 
released, but is under surveillance. 
Im m ediately 
after the 
discovery 
of 
Cronin’s body O. Sullivan's ice house aud 
Carlson’s 
cottage 
were 
photographed. 
Martin Burke, who was standing near the 
ice house at the time, was inadvertently 
photographed. This same Burke i3 now 
said to be under arrest at W innipeg 011 the 
charge 
of being one of the 
W illiams 
brothers who rented the Carlson cottage 
and the m an who hired the express wagon 
to move the furniture from the Park street 
fiat to the cottage. 
The photo wa* shown 
this afternoon to the Carlsons. Old man 
Carlson thought he recognized Burke, but 
his wife and son were not sure. The photo 
is very imperfect and somewhat clouded. 
The jury debated for some tim e on the 
advisability of indicting B urke at once, 
in order that steps m ight betaken prom ptly 
for his extradition. 
It was finally resolved, however to, defer 
action until the expressman who was sent 
to New York to identify Maroney aud 
McDonald should return and see the pho­ 
tograph. 
Among the witnesses 
exam ined was 
H arry Brown, clerk and junior partner of 
A lexander Sullivan. Much the same ques­ 
tions as those propounded to Mr. W indes 
on Saturday were put to him . This testi­ 
mony was of a very negative character, but 
clearly establishes the fact of Sullivan's 
relations as a lawyer and as an Irish leader 
were distinct and separate, and that his 
duties in the latter capacity were never 
allowed to interfere with, or become merged 
into the transactions of the firm.

M a rtin B u rk e S ays H e w ill F ig h t th e E x-

All the m arks on B urke’s linen and 
books and papers found on his person have 
been obliterated. A nam e on the band of 
a hat found in his valise resembling that of 
Cronin had been smeared with ink. 


ANOTHER OF T H E CLAN-NA-GAEL. 


Chicago, June 17th.—In an interview 
w ith Chief of Police H ubbard to-day re­ 
garding the arrest of Burke, alias Delaney, 
at W innipeg, Chief Hubbard said that this 
was a very im portant ariest, and that he 
had strong evidence that B urke was the 
man who hired the expressman to take 
the goods to the Carlson ’ cottage. Officers 
are now on the road to bring B urke here. 
It is thought Burke is one of the notorious 
“ W illiams 
Brothers.” who came from 
Hancock, Mich , and that he is alsoa m em ­ 
ber of that Clan-na-Gael and one of the 
actual m urderers of Dr. Cronin. This evi­ 
dence has been in the C hiefs hands for 
some tim e, but B urke’s dodging move­ 
ments prevented his arrest until caught in 
W innipeg.; 


K A N SA S F L O O D E D . 


H eav y K ain s a n d a B ro k e n D am D e s tro y 
a C o u n try V illag e. 
K a n s a s C ity . June 17th.—A terrible ca­ 
lam ity has fallen upon Uniontown anti 
Belletown, in Kansas, and the country 
round about them. 
A violent wind and rain storm passed 
over that section, and the unpreceuented 
fall of rain caused a dam above Uniontown 
to break, and the whole village was swept 
away. 
Uniontown is a small village in Marion 
township, Bourbon county, sixteen miles 
west of Fort Scott. 
It bad t>00 inhabitants, 
a grist m ill and several stores. Belletown 
is another sm all village. 
The latest accounts of the flood are to 
the effect that the whole town was de­ 
stroyed and that two women aud four chil­ 
dren were drowned. 
The wires are down for fifteen miles on 
either side, and nothing definite can be 
learned. The disaster occurred in a thickly 
settled region, and the damage m ust have 
been very great. 
It is feared that the loss 
of fife is heavier than reported. 


LATER DETAILS. 
S t . L o u is, June 17th.—The storm struck 
the western part of Bourbon county late at 
night, coming from the west, where it 
played great havoc. At Augusta it as­ 
sumed the form of a cloud-burst. 
In Fort 
Scott it commenced raining on Sunday 
m orning very heavily. 
This caused the 
flood, carrying away several houses. 


MORE LIVES LOST. 
K l D o ra d o i K an.), June I7th.—The up­ 
per valley of W alnut is flooded from ex­ 
cessive rains. The streams are higher than 
for years. 
On Saturday night the river came up 
suddenly, and a family named Graham 
started from home to h ig h land and the 
m other and babe were drowned, the father 
and one child escaping. Grain fields are 
flooded and much damage m ust result. A 
portion of the Missouri Pacific track was 
washed away and there have been no trains 
in here over the Santa Fe since yesterday.

GREAT LOSS OF CROPS. 


I o l a (Kas.), June 17th.—Allen county 
suffered severely during the past thirty-six 
hours from the floods in the Neosho river 
and its principal tributaries. The streams 
were unusually high all spring, and the 
heavy rains of Saturday night brought 
them out of their banks, flooding the bot­ 
tom s for a m ile or more on either side. 
There has been no loss of life or of live 
stock. Those living on the low land were 
warned in time, bat it is feared hundreds 
of acres of wheat which was just ripening 
and promised a very large yield, will be al­ 
most a total loss, while tne submerged corn 
and other crops will be greatly damaged. 
The water reached its highest point Mon­ 
day morning, since which tim e it has been 
slowly receding, and it is now hoped the 
worst is past. 


^ F o r t S c o tt, June 17th.—The part of Fort 
Scott known as Belletown is entirely under 
water. Several bridges were washed out 
and grains were stopped on both sides. 
The Kansas, Nebraska and Dakota track is 
under water a distance of nine miles. The 
Memphis road is also badly damaged.

last accounts the water was*stationary, and 
if no more rain falls the flood will ritpidlv 
subside. Every eflort is being made to ob­ 
tain information trom Uniontown.

[John Gibbs Gilbert was born iu Boston Feb­ 
ruary 27, 1810, and w as therefore alm ost an oc­ 
togenarian. He was educated in th e public 
schools of his native city, and at the age of 14 
placed in a dry-goods store, w here he rem ained 
four years. A lter some experience in private 
theatricals he appeared November 28, 1828. at 
the old Trem ont T heater as Jaffier, iu "V enice 
Preserved.” This was followed by s ir Edw ard 
Mortimer, in the " Iron Chest " ail’d ühyloek, in 
" T h e M erchant of Venice." 
lie soon becam e 
a stock actor, on the pay of S3 per week, and 
dissatisfied w ith his condition sought an en­ 
gagem ent w ith Caldwell, m anager ot the New 
Orleans T heater, and for about four years played 
" general utility ” in thel-Southwestern theaters. 
Subsequently he acted for five years in Boston, 
one year in New York City, and again five years 
in 
Boston. 
In 1847 
he w ent to London 
and joined the com pany of th e Princess' 
T heater, 
having 
been 
engaged 
to 
rep­ 
resent 
th e 
parts 
of 
old 
m en 
in 
standard comedies. His first appearance there 
was as sir Robert Bram ble in "T he Poor Gentle­ 
m an.” 
After th e close of the Loudon season he 
visited Paris, for the purpose of study. In 1818 
lie returned to Am erica aiid appeared under the 
m anagem ent of H am blin at the New York Park 
Theater. 
His last perform ance at this place 
was in the part oí A dm iral Kingston in “ Naval 
Engagem ents” the evening before 
it 
was 
destroyed by fire, after a few m onths of unsuc­ 
cessful m anagem ent. 
He then w ent to the 
Bowery T heater, and from the latter in 1851 to 
th e P hiladelphia 'theater, w here he rem ained 
for five years, returning again to Boston in 
1857. 
From )858 10 1862 he played in P hiladel­ 
p h ia." In tile latter year he joined W allack's 
T heater in New York City, xvith w hich he re­

C h ic a g o , Ju n e 17th.—A sensational ser­ 
mon was preached here last night by Ryv.

Floods in the East s weep thousands to their 
doom, and fire in the far West wipes out 
fortunes in an hour. 
But when they 
dragged the m utilated body of Dr. Croniii 
from the catch basin, and dressed him for 
burial, that coffin sooke more eloquently, 
more sadly, than all the thousand dead in 
the hills of Pennsylvania. Let the state­ 
m ent of the Coroner's jury who sat in 
judgm ent on the death of a citizen of 
/America be written on your hearts. 
“ A ll these societies which have for their 
object purposes sim ilar to that of the Clan- 
na Gael are dangerous to our institutions. 
It has been stated in the press that 75 per 
cent, of the police force of this city belong 
to the Clan-na Gael. How does it come 
that 75 per cent, of the police force are 
Irishm en, anyw ay?” 
[At these words a 
man well in front of the church Clapped his 
hands, aud instantly a wave of applause 
rolled over the congregation. It was hearty 
and prolonged.] 
The pastor stood as if startled a m om ent 
and then continued : "Last night I heard a 
policeman wearing the badge of my coun­ 
try’s authority, charged with the duty of 
m y people's protection, I heard him sax*: 
'Dr. Cronin was a British spy, and ought 
to have been killed long ago.’

The ear is slightly deaf, his head­ 
ache is occasionally severe, and his temper 
is bad.

Before that ship went to sea, however, he 
was transferred to the Vandalia January 
14th last, and was in that ship at the time 
of the disaster at Samoa. 
No report has 
ever been received at the departm ent as to 
H eath's ill-health, as stated, and nothing 
xvas known of his illness until a telegram 
was received announcing his death. 
Sev­ 
eral ot the officers who had been but a 
short tim e attached to the wrecked ships 
were detained at Mare Island tor duty in 
other vessels, some because they requested 
to be so assigned and otiiers because they 
had been but a tew m onths on sea duty 
and their services were needed at that 
point. 
To have ordered them to their homes 
and replaced them with other officers would 
have entailed a large expense upon the 
Government. Of the num ber so assigned 
to duty Lieutenant Heath xvas one, but 
such assignment entailed no hardships and 
had not been so considered by naval peo­ 
ple. The sum necessary to defray the m ile­ 
age expenses entailed by sending the men 
home would aggregate in each ease several 
hundred dollars, and the Navy Department, 
instead of being flush, is really short ot 
funds. 
The following official statem ent is given 
out by the D epartm ent this aftercoon, 
touching the newspaper paragraph asking 
why the survivors of the Vandalia are 
knocking about San Francisco clotheless 
ami pay less: There have been no dis­ 
charges of enlisted men belonging to ships 
wrecked at Samoa, except some "special 
service” men (stewards, cooks, etc.), livinz 
on the Pacific Coast and po.-siblv dis 
charged since their arrival. 
All others 
should have been transferred to the receiv­ 
ing ship at Mare Island. 
The accounts of the Nipsic and Trenton 
were saved so I hat there, is no difficulty in 
issuinu money to the crews of those ships. 
The V andalias were lost. 
New rolls, 
therefore, wete opened, dating ftont the 
disaster, and there have been issues of 
money accredited to the credit of the men 
siu.ee that date. The am ounts due prior to 
the wreck must undergo adjustm ent by 
the accounting officers for the Treasury. 
If any men are “knocking about San 
Francisco” they must he stragglers w ith­ 
out leave or men on leave amusing them- 
selx'es after their wont. 
The law author­ 
izes a settlem ent with enlisted men in 
case of casualty, whereby a ship may hax-e 
been sunk, together xxith the roll and 
papers, based upon the last quarterly ac­ 
counts received at the Treasury, aud also 
provides for paying petty officers, seamen 
and others, not officers, whose personal 
effects have been lost, a sum not exceeding 
$60 each.

Tiie Cleveland leader thinks that 
Governor Hill would have vetoed the ten 
commandments if his name had been 
Moses. It is not unlikely, since lie has 
vetoed a bill that is embodied in the deca­ 
logue. By the way, Governor H ill has 
a mate in his subserviency to political 
bossism, in Governor Bulkeley of Con­ 
necticut, who has vetoed the election re­ 
form measure that passed the Legislature 
recently, and that in all material matters 
was a copy of the bill Governor Hill 
killed with his veto. H ill is a Democrat, 
Bulkeley is a Republican. Thus these 
two executive officers of two old and great 
slates ot the Union, by their action, de­ 
prive the peopde of those States of the 
right to secrcsy of the ballot, and without 
which the franchise is worthless. 
It 
makes no difference where we find the 
boss influence ; it is the same. No politi­ 
cal coat that it may wear at all changes 
its character—it is, first and last, the op­ 
ponent of any law that will enable the 
voter to so cast his ballot that none but 
himself can know its contents. Really 
that is all the reform election laws at­ 
tempt to accomplish—to secure the right 
of secresv, and to free the voter from the 
cow and surveillance of those who would, 
by threats against his material interests, 
control his vote. 
All the other pro­ 
visions of these laws lead up to, and 
swing al>ont that central purpose. The 
absolutely secret ballot, therefore; the 
inability to “spot" the voter, or to thwart 
his will, Ls the one thing the boss element 
fears most, and to defeat such inde­ 
pendence of the voting citizens of the 
< ountrv, they bend their energies irre­ 
spective of patty or political profession. 


A t the inquest upon the body of the 
murdered Dr. Cronin it was testified that 
when resolutions were introduced ¡11 a 
Chicago camp of the Clan-na-Gael con­ 
demning 1 he murder, one member arose 
and objected, on the ground that Cronin 
might have been a “ British spy.” It is 
significant that in any society in the land 
there should prevail sentiments that would 
give any member the courage to interpose 
such an objection. That the man was not 
then and there rebuked and expelled, 
proves that the implication of the objection 
was not offensive to the Clan-na-Gael; 
that is to say, that to murder a British spy 
upon the secret conspiracies and conven­ 
tions of Irish societies organized in opposi­ 
tion and enmity to the English Govern­ 
ment is not reprehensible. The very ex­ 
istence of an organization in the United 
States of America, in which such an ob­ 
jection could be tolerated for an instant, is 
an offense to the American sense, that 
ought to meet with the punishment an 
outraged people would decree did not the 
laws protect those guilty of such crimes 
against liberty. 


It has been shown to the Trustees of 
this city by competent medical authority, 
that the white stone sidewalks in the 
bright, sunny days of this locality are 
very injurious to the eyes. This Corre­ 
sponds with the experience with all who 
have given the matter attention. The 
remedy is one of easy application. In all 
walks of that character hereafter laid, let 
the property owner sec to it that a slight 
and restful tint is given to the mixture of 
which artificial stone is made. In the 
case of walks already down, we arc of the 
opinion that they can he stained by anv 
one of ordinary capacity, and that there 
are analine and other dies that will be 
absorbed into the stone and remain, while 
the cost will not exceed a few cents for the 
walkway of a full lot. 


I he City Trustees have pas- d an ordi­ 
nance forbidding the erection of any more 
awnings that are to lie supported by posts- 
This is in the line of real progress. While 
cur present styles of awnings are very con­ 
venient summer and winter, the structures 
are not things of beauty, nor do they fa­ 
vorably .impress the visitor. The hang­ 
ing awning wiil protect us from the sun 
and rain as well as the old abominations 
on stilts, while we will gain by the change 
very much in the matter of appearance 
and which in a new country counts for 
much. 
Oxe effect of the ( ronin inquiry will be 
to put those who have been contributing 
money freely and in all sincerity to aid in 
establishing the independence of Ireland, 
upon their guard against the collectors of 
these funds, who have in a great number of 
cases diverted them to their own uses, or 
have caused them to be eaten up in the 
expenses of the “Ameritan campaigns" 
that very little help the cause of Ireland) 
and latterly have done it infinite harm. 
ANOTllF.lt dispatch lias been received 
from Stanley. 
It confirms the lielief 
already expressed in these columns that 
he is approaching the east coast of Africa, 
and that he will probably be heard from 
by the first of July in Zanzibar. The dis­ 
patch of a portion of his command for the 
camp on the Congo, lead to the rumor 
that be was returning in that direction. 


Som e of the fault-finding press are m uch 
disturbed—or assum e tobe—because Presi­ 
dent Harrison recently left Washington on 
a steamer on a Saturday afternoon and re­ 
mained afloat until Monday night, breath­ 
ing the ozone of old ocean, and drinking 
in the invigorating influence of sea breezes- 
This, they exclaim, was Sabbath desecra­ 
tion; this, they insist, was not the right 
thing for President Harrison to do, for he 
is a religious man. True, aud we assume 
that he took his religion to sea with him 
and worshiped God as sincerely, and a 
good deal more so, than he could have 
done in his pew at church. The roar of 
the ocean was grander and more inspiring 
music than the throb of the organ manip­ 
ulated by a salaried player; the might of 
the sea was a more inspiring fact than 
the nave of the loftiest of cathedrals; the 
battles of the elements revealed the 
power and majesty of the Almighty more 
vividly than the most eloquent tongue 
could depict them from the pulpit. We are 
inclined to think that General Harrison 
came back as good a Christian as he de­ 
parted, and certainly physically a better 
man. And if this be true, then he did 
well, and so did all those who accompanied 
him, from the coxswain whose home, Sun­ 
day or week-day. is on the blue sea, to the 
weary secretary who was thus enabled to 
snatch rest from nature and inspiration 
from the grandest of the works of God. 


M r. W ax am ak er went into office with 
the platform of his party before him de­ 
manding the reduction of letter postage to 
one cent. It is easy to declare for cheap 
tilings in platforms—it is more difficult to 
attain them. Now that he has looked into 
the cost of the postal system the Post­ 
master-General is in doubt whether com­ 
pliance with the demand would be wise, 
or if it could he justified even with an 
enormous surplus in the Treasury. To 
ascertain the facts is precisely the duty of 
Mr. Wanamaker, and we have faith in the 
people that if lie can show to Congress, as 
doubtless he can, that the reduction now 
would be not only impolitic but burden­ 
some, the country will be satisfied to ac­ 
cept his judgment. However, the Gen­ 
eral has not decided positively what he 
will recommend. W hat he does say is 
this: 
W hen I was appointed I was impressed witli 
the idea that penny postage, as it is term ed, wa« 
very desirable, and I cam e into the departm ent 
predisposed in iis favor. In fact 1 thought it 
ought to he established at once. But w hen 1 
learned of the p .or condition of the service one 
cent receded into lhc dim. distance. When 1 
discovered that there are ninny places in this 
country w hich receive m ail but once a week, 
and that not always, it seemed to ...e that what 
was needed most by all concerned w as frequent 
and regular .service from the Postoflice Depart­ 
m ent. Postage in this country is as low as that 
of any other country in the world, for penny 
postage in England is really two cents postage 
in our money. 
T h e commercial men of Boston are pro­ 
testing hotly against the sentiment that 
demands that the Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
road shall not be admitted to unrestricted 
competition with American roads. The 
Boston men declare that if the English 
road—which is untaxed, enormously sub­ 
sidized and is hacked by all the political 
power of Great Britain—is excluded from 
entry into this country and from free 
competition, and is prevented from taking 
traffic over the border without regard to 
revenue restrictions, they, the Boston 
merchants, will he greatly injured, and 
that they will be unable to compete with 
their New Y’ork rivals. Such Ls self-in­ 
terest. The Boston men apparently have 
no concern for the people outside the 
bounds of that city; their view of this 
nation-wide question is bounded liy the 
horizon of their own locality. The mat­ 
ter will he settled upon the basis of the 
best interests of the Nation, and if the re­ 
sult wrings the joints of Boston, there will 
remain to her the supreme right to growl, 
which will not much concern the other 
sections of our common country. 


T here has been much confusion of 
ideas coheeming the population of Johns­ 
town. This is due to the fact that within 
the sweep of four miles there are four or 
live towns «C, which Johnstown is the 
central one. Thev are in fact one, since 
nearly all adjoin the main town, and are 
practically one community. The popula­ 
tion of Cambria borough in 1888 was 
2,220; of Cambria Township, 1,225; of 
Conemaugh borough, 3,570; of its town­ 
ship, 570 ; of Coopersdale borough, 580; of 
EastjConemauglf borough, 1,085 ; of Johns­ 
town borough, 11,100; of Lower Yoder 
and Morrellville, 2,470; of Millville bor­ 
ough, 2,000; of Mineral Point, 150; of 
Woodvale borough, 1,200. The total is 
very nearly 27,000. Of these it is believed 
that fully 15,000 were left to battle with 
the flood and that fully 5,000 of them per­ 
ished is not at all surprising, under the 
circumstances. 
T he country will he glad to know that 
the stories of the robbing of the dead at 
Johnstown and the resort to lynch law 
have l>cen greatly exaggerated. 
The 
whole thing dwindled down to one ease, 
and the punishment of the offender, who 
was cast into the river by his captors. It 
gives us a better opinion of human nature 
to know that with the temptation and the 
opportunity before them, men did not, in 
that stricken community, commit ghoulish 
deeds, although there reside in the vicin­ 
ity some of the most brutish of the scum 
that has floated from Europe to this coun­ 
try.

The City Trustees m et yesterday m orn­ 
ing, Mayor Gregory and Trustees Mc­ 
Laughlin and W oif comprising the Board. 
Chief Pingineer W illiam s of the W ater­ 
works reported that during the week end­ 
ing Ju n e 10th 39,430,000 gallons of water 
had been pumped, the H olly pum p being 
in use 133 hours, and the Stevens 109 hours. 
R. W . Parker, Superintendent of the City 
Cemetery, said that a party named Guth 
had purchased two lots in the cemetery and 
also walled in the alley-way. H e wanted 
to know w hether or not the city could give 
him a deed to that part of the alley which 
was taken up. 
Mayor Gregory informed him that he 
would not do so. 


AK OFFEN SIVE CANAL. 
M artin Hooke appeared before the Board 
and asked w hether or not it intended to do 
anything towards rem oving the foul m at­ 
ter from the Thirty-first street canal. 
If 
they did not take steps to abate the nu i­ 
sance, the property-owners wonld go to 
law and see if the city could not be com­ 
pelled to do so. 
Sanitary Inspector Starr was present and 
said the canal contained very foul m atter 
at times, coming from a brewery and 
slaughter-house, and it could not be rem e­ 
died unless these establishm ents were not 
allowed to em pty their sewage and refuse 
m atter into the canal. 
The Board accordingly passed an order 
instructing Mr. Starr to inform those es­ 
tablishm ents which em ptied their waste 
m atter into the canal to cease doing so. 


HELD UP BY BED TA PE. 
Some time^ ago the Board instructed 
A uditor McKee 
to 
com m unicate with 
1 nited States A ttorney Carey in regard to 
the unsafe condition of the sidewalk sur­ 
rounding the G overnm ent property on the 
northeast corner of Seventh and K streets, 
and requested him to see il it could not be 
rem edied. A reply was received from Mr. 
Carey, stating that he had no power to do 
anything in the m atter. 
H e referred the 
question to George B. Cosby, Government 
Building Inspector, and when he received 
a reply from him he would w rite the Board 
again. 
[General Cosby’s appointm ent has 
been revoked by the present A dm inistra­ 
tion.] 


‘'D O U B LE H EA D ED S” PR O H IB ITED . 
Chief Engineer O’Meara of the Fire De­ 
partm ent sent in a com m unication request­ 
ing the Board to pass an order prohibiting 
the tiring of the so-called “ double-headed 
D utchm en ” on the public streets. It was 
one of the m ost dangerous explosives for 
causing fires, as it continued to burn along 
while after the explosion. T he City A ttor­ 
ney was instructed to prepare an ordinance 
in compliance with the request. 
[This is 
in accordance w ith a suggestion contained 
in the R ecord-1 ? .io n a few days ago, when 
the dangerous character of these explosives 
was pointed out ] 


BUMBLE RESIGNS. 
» 'W ' Rum ble sent in his resignation as 
I o’jndm aster, hut it was unnecessary, as 
the Board had already removed him".

SIDEW ALK INSPECTION. 
The passage of a proposed ordinance 
transferring the duties of sidewalk inspec­ 
tion from the City Surveyor to the Sanitary 
and Building Inspector was laid over one 
week. 
BIG AWNINGS NO MORE. 
A n ordinance was passed m aking it u n ­ 
lawful to construct w ithin the fire limits 
awnings supported by upright posts, as 
heretofore. Awnings m ust be 13 feet above 
the level of the sidewalk, and supported 
entirely and directly by and from the build- 
.ng in front of which they are constructed. 


INSURANCE AND FINANCES. 
As the insurance policy on the W ater 
Works building expires in a short time, it 
was decided to reduce the insurance from 
$14,000 to $9,000, and it will be divided 
among three companies. 
This action was 
taken at the instance of Trustee Wolf, who 
stated that if the building did happen to 
burn, they could not collect $14,000 on it.

tional street-railway franchises. The m at­ 
ter was laid over one week 
Following is 
the route of the intended new road : Com­ 
mencing at the street-railway track at the 
center of the intersection of Third and K 
streets : thence south along the center of 
Third street to Q. Also, commencing at 
the street-railroau track at the center of 
the intersection of K and Seventh streets ; 
thence running south along the center of 
Seventh street to Q. Also, commencing at 
the center of the intersection of X and 
Seventh streets, at the street-railway track; 
thence north along the middle of Seventh 
street to H ; thence east along H street to 
T enth; thence north along Tenth street to 
F ; thence east along F street to Twentieth. 


PATENT STONE SIDEWALKS. 
A petition was presented by C. W. Baker, 
Secretary of the Improvement Association, 
asking the Board to extend the lim it within 
which it is obligatory to lay stone side­ 
walks when new ones are constructed, so as 
to include the following territory : From 
the alley between E and F, on the north to 
the alley between P and Q on the south, 
and from the alley between Front and 
Second on the west, to Twentieth street on 
the east. 
Ex-Senator Dray spoke at length, urging 
the Board to unite with the Im provement 
Association and extend the lim its of the 
cement sidewalk ordinance, as had unani­ 
mously been agreed upon by the members 
of that body. 
There would hardly be an 
objection among property-owners, and the 
effect of the ordinance would be seen in a 
few years, when almost every residence 
would be ornam ented with a fine walk. 
C. A. Luhrs favored the adoption of such 
an ordinance on strictly health principles. 
He said there would not be as much m a­ 
laria were it not for the dam p wooden 
walks and the odor rising from beneath 
them . 
Dr. J. H. Parkinson stated to the Board 
that if this ordinance were passed he would 
like to make a few suggestions. The color of 
the present walk is such that of afternoons, 
when the sun shone brightly, the glare af­ 
fected the eyes. H e had written to Oak­ 
land to a prom inent oculist there, and had 
been informed that it was the same way 
there, and m any school children were af­ 
fected and had to undergo treatm ent of the 
eyes. If a blue coloring could be mixed in 
the cement he thought this would do away 
with the bad effect on the eyes. A quan­ 
tity of lam p black placed in the m ortar 
would also have a beneficial effect. 
It was ordered that the City Attorney be 
instructed to draw up an ordinance in com­ 
pliance w ith the request. 


TH E OLD P.IVER EXCAVATIONS. 
Mayor Gregory stated that com plaint hay­ 
ing been made with regard to the proposed 
taking of ea'id, for the purpose of filling in 
the Capitol Park, from the old bed of the 
American river, from Sixteenth to Twenty- 
first streets, he visited the grounds, injeom- 
pany with President Tebbets of the Board 
of Supervisors, and in his (the M ayor’s) 
estimation there was no danger of injury 
to the levee in the least.

TH E OLD WATER WORKS BUILDING. 
A rchitect H am ilton was called upon, and 
m ad e a report of the condition of the old 
City H all water works) building. H e had 
exam ined the place very carefully, and was 
convinced that as i' now stood it was in a 
very unsafe 
condition. 
The 
immense 
weight of the water-tank and tim bers sup­ 
porting the same was too m uch of a strain 
on tbc walls. 
H e thought uprights should 
be placed under the large tim bers, in dif­ 
ferent places, so the weight would come di­ 
rectly on them , and not wholly on the top 
of the walls. 
If sound bearings could be 
found for the uprights, he thought that 
would he the proper thing to do. 
He 
thought it wonld probably cost not more 
than $500 to properly biace the tank and 
m ake the building safe. 
Sanitary Inspector Starr was present, and 
pave bis views to the Board as to the con­ 
dition of the building. H e did not con­ 
sider the building at all safe, and anyone 
who had made as thorough an exam ina­ 
tion as he had would be of the same opin­ 
i o n .

TIMELY SUGGESTIONS. 


T h e 
P r o p o s itio n to H a v e C e m e n t S id e ­ 
w a lk s C o lo r e d D a r k . 


Dr. Parkinson appeared before the City 
Trustees yesterday and requested that body 
to require all cement sidewalks hereafter laid 
be colored, so that the refraction caused by 
the bright sunlight of sum m er would have 
a less injurious effect upon the eyes of pe­ 
destrians. A nother citizen contributes the 
following in the same line : 


E d s. R e c o r d - U n io n : 
On last Snnday, 
as I was passing along Tenth street, the 
'lare of the sun on the white stone pave­ 
m ent was so strong that m y eyesight was 
painfully affected. 
H aving suffered at one 
tim e from snow-blindness, I thought per­ 
haps m y eyes were unusually sensitive, but 
I see by the press that the oculists of Oak­ 
land are calling attention to the m atter. I 
have felt im pelled to call attention thereto 
before, but feared I m ight be considered 
over-critical. Let any one visit the locality 
named, in the forenoon, and judge for him ­ 
self of the advisability of darkening these 
stone pavements, as recommended by Dr. 
Parkinson, and as already done by Dr. 
Simmons. 


d r . Pa r k i n s o n ’s i d e a . 
In an interview with ex-City Physician 
Parkinson last evening, on this subject, 
that gentleman said : “ The question of 
coloring artificial stone walks a blue or 
darker shade, which was brought forward 
by the Im provem ent Association, in con­ 
nection with the extension of the limits of 
the present ordinance, is one of considera­ 
ble importance. 
These concrete or cement 
walks are ordinarily of a dirty white, and 
in the bright sum m er’s sun the ’glare’ or 
reflection from them is very distressing, 
even to the eyes of the strongest. This 
will be remembered by those who have had 
occasion to walk over the artificial pave­ 
m ent in the State Capital grounds during 
bright sunshine. The effect in a mild de­ 
gree resembles that observed when travel­ 
ing over snow. 
In Oakland and Alameda, 
where m any miles of these walks have 
been laid down, the subject has attracted 
the attention of physicians generally. 
“ Dr. P. McLean, the H ealth Officer of 
Alameda, mentions it in his annual report, 
aud strongly advises the adoption of a blue 
shade, which can be easily and inexpen­ 
sively produced by the addition of lam p­ 
black. 
The 
Im provem ent 
Association 
had, in response io inquiries, received let­ 
ters from Dr. McLean, from Dr. D. D. 
Crowley, the H ealth Officer of Oakland, and 
from Dr. Southard, an oculist of the latter 
city. This gentleman says that his atten­ 
tion has been particularly directed to the 
m atter during the past four years. He 
finds, especially among school children, a 
great deal of eye trouble, produced, in his 
opinion, by the glare from the uncolored 
walks. Parents had frequently rem arked 
that their children avoided these walks 
wh n the san w li shining. and often 
came in doors to rest their eyes. 
H e very 
strongly advises that the walks should be 
tinted a dark color—bluish or blackish— 
(at least as dark as the uucolored walk 
when wet). 
“ Dr. Crowley also adverted to the fact that 
there had been considerable complaint, par­ 
ticularly amongst the children, regarding 
the unpleasant reflection. 
This has been 
the experience of residents in Oakland and 
Alameda. 
In Sacramento, with its annual 
average of 240 clear days and brighter 
atm osphere, the evil will be increased ten­ 
fold. The coloring of the W 3lk is not an 
expensive m atter nor does it affect the 
durability ot the pavement. 
Lampblack 
appears to be the most approved coloring 
material, and the proportions, as nsed by 
firms engaged in the business in Oakland, 
are : One bucket of lam pblack to 20 ouckets 
each of gravel and cement tor the whole 
thickness (3 inches) of the walk, or one 
pound of lam pblack and 8 to 10 buckets 
each of gravel and cement for the upper 
crust (f inches) only.” 


READY TO TAKE A TUMBLE. 


B u ild in g I n s p e c to r S ta rr S a y s th e O ld 
S ta tio n -H o u s e is R e a d y ft» F a ll. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr, 
who has for some tim e past been exam in­ 
ing the Station-house building, gave to a 


R e c o r d-U n io n reporter yesterday his opin­ 
ion on the condition of the structure, based 
on actual measurem ents. 
Mr. Starr lias 
been a contractor in masonry work for 
twenty years, and says he considers it a 
part of his duty to make a plain statem ent 
to the Board of Trustees as to what he 
thinks of the building, and after doing 
this he concludes that no blam e can fall on 
him should an accident happen. 
H e sums 
up the situation as follows : 
The building is in a most dangerous con­ 
dition. The south wall, east corner, is 
three and one-half inches out of plumb, 
leaning south ; the west corner of the same 
wall ¡3 five and one-half inches leaning 
south. The south wall in the center is 
nine inches out of plumb, extending cut. 
The north wall in the center leans in 
(south) five inches. All the walls and 
arches are cracked, and since the recent 
earthquake new cracks have appeared and 
the old ones have widened. The center 
wall, running through the middle of the 
building north and south, and the iron 
anchor-rod running the same way, are the 
only things that really bold the south wall 
from falling into the street. The timbers 
to which the liog-chains are anchored, ru n ­ 
ning east and west, have rotted awav, and 
there is no support from that source' The 
anchor running east and west through the 
center of the building has been drawn with 
the north wall by the south one leaning 
out, and the floors indicate that the south 
wali is settling faster than the north.

LOTTIE’S LONGINGS. 


In L ie u o f a [F a th e r fo r H e r C h ild S h e 
W a n ts A b o u t $ 2 5 ,0 0 0 . 
The case of Lottie Lee, a m inor, by 
Cyras B. Cooper, her guardian, against 
George W . Sheppard, was called in Depart­ 
m ent Two of the Superior Court yesterday 
forenoon. The defendant is charged with 
seduction, and the plaintiff asks for dam ­ 
ages in the sum of $25,000. 
The parties interested in the case are all 
colored people, and as a consequence the 
corridors of the Court-house were crowded 
with that class of citizens at the tim e set 
for the trial, which was held w ith closed 
doors. C. T. Jones and Matt. F. Johnson 
represented the defendant, and A. L. H art 
and J. W. Hughes sup orted the defense. 
The plaintiff avers that prior to one 
bleak day in November, I8S7, she was as 
pure and spotless as the driven snow : that 
upon the ill-starred day in question she 
hied herself into the domicile of the de­ 
fendant for the purpose of negotiating for 
eggs and m ilk : that the defendant, by 
threats, persuasion and undue influence, 
accomplished her ruin ; that o d September 
4, 1888, she gave birth to a male child ; that 
plaintiff has, as a result, suffered great 
mental anguish and bodily distress, and 
that $25,000 would be about the proper 
am ount to square the m atter in a m an­ 
ner to satisfy the plaintiff and reflect due 
credit upon her alleged destroyer. 
The baby was put iu evidence. A short 
tim e subsequently it was put in the hall­ 
way, as it soon developed a disposition to 
make too m uch of a racket, despite the 
expert efforts of Clerk Royster to woo it 
into a placid state of m ind by the force of 
melodious chirpings and sweet smiles. 
The defendant is a w hitew ashes and 
live3 near the corner of Twentieth and O 
streets. T he old m an is well-known about 
town, and has accumulated a considerable 
sum by his industry. Considerable inter­ 
est in the case is felt in colored circles, and 
a verbatim report of some of the expres­ 
sions ot opinions the merits of the cause 
would m ake reading lar more spicy than 
elegant. 
The ju ry in the case is composed of W m.

FR E N C H NAY Y. 
W a r V essels N ow P ossessed by F ra m e 
Said to be A n tiq u ate d . 
P aris, June 17th — Iu the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Vice-Admiral De Dom- 
pierre D'Horney declared the men-of-war 
now possessed by France to be of antiquated 
type and ought to be replaced by new ves­ 
sels which would be equal in number and 
strength of the united fleets of Germany 
and Italy. Only in this way would France 
be able to retain her rank of the second 
naval power of the world. He moved the 
appointment of;a committee to inquire into 
the condition of the navy.

This would involve 
an outlay of 50,000,000 francs. This 
amount could be spread over five budgets. 
The Admiralty, he said, was now effectiug 
improvements in the old inen-of-w.ar and 
torpedo-boats.
